You are hereby notified that amended House Bdl 


No. 4, relating to the regulation of dogs, w ill be In effect 
on and after December 1, 1917. 


S Y N O P S IS . 
Every person who owns, keeps or harbors a dog 


more than three months of age. annually; before the 
first day of January shall file an application together 
with a registration fee of $1.00 for each male or spayed 
female dog and $2.00 for each unspayed female dog. with 
the County Auditor of the county, stating age, color, 
character of hair, etc., also name and address of owner 
of such dog. 
On becoming the owner of a dog during the year, 
or if dog reaches the age of three months during the 
year, application and fees apply as above. 
Owners of kennels must make application and a fee 


of $10.00 is required. 
P E N A L T IE S . 


It such owners of dogs do not conform to the above, 
Section 5652-7 of the Act provides that the 
County 
Sheriff shall seize and impound such dogs, giving notice 
to such owner of said impounding, and if not redeemed 
within four days said dog w ill be destroyed by said 
Sheriff. 
The expenses of seizure, affidavits, housing 
and 
feeding arc charged against said owner and if not paid, 
the County Treasurer is to recover in a civil suit the 
expenses incurred, from the owner.

The owner or harborer of a dog wearing a fictitious 
number shall be fined not more than $100.00.

SYNOPSIS. 
Every person who owns, keeps or harbors a dog 
more th.in three months of age, annually; before the 
flr£t day of January shall file an application together 
with a registration fee of $1.00 for each mate or spayed 
female dog and $2.00 for each unspayed female dog, with 
the County Auditor of the county, stating age, color, 
character of hair, etc., also name and address of owner 
of such dog. 
On becoming the owner of a dog during the year, 
or if dog reaches the age of three months during the 
year, applitat on and fees apply as above. 
Owners of kennels must make application and a fee 
of $10.00 is required. 
PENALTIES. 
It such owners of dogs do not conform to the above, 
Section 5632-7 of the Act provides that the 
County 
Sheriff shall seize anet impound such dogs, giving notice 
to such owner of said impounding, and lf not redeemed 
with n four days said dog will be destroyed by said 
Sheriff. 
The expenses of seizure, affidavits, housing 
and 
feeding are charged against said owner and if not paid, 
the County Treasurer is to recover in a civil suit the 
expenses incurred, from the owner. 
Failure of owners of dogs to make application for 
registration as required by law, shall be fined 
not 
more than $25.00. 
The owner or h a r b o r e r of a dog wearing a fictitious 
number shall be fined not more than $100.00.
